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NEW  FACILITIES   AT  S.A.C. 


It  was  great  news  to  hear  the  Headmaster  announce  a 
short  time  ago  that  a  very  generous  donor  had  presented  the 
School  with  the  funds  to  construct  a  new  Science  Building. 
Although  our  science  facilities  were  renovated  only  seven  years 
ago,  it  was  realized  that  they  are  now  inadequate  for  present-day 
teaching  techniques.  In  addition  to  providing  labs  for  General 
Science,  Physics,  and  Chemistry,  (with  preparation  rooms  for 
each),  preliminary  plans  for  the  new  building  include  a  Biology 
lab.  Provision  has  also  been  made  for  a  resource  room,  students' 
projects  rooms,  and  a  lecture  theatre  for  combined  classes.  A 
Staff  Committee  is  working  with  the  architects  to  develop  detailed 
plans  and  hopefully  construction  can  begin  in  the  spring.  Loc- 
ation of  the  new  building  will  be  on  the  present  parking  lot 
alongside  the  Tuck  Shop  and  opposite  the  auditorium  wing  of 
Dunlap  Hall. 


A  long  range  Development  Plan  for  additional  facilities 
at  the  School  was  approved  by  the  Board  of  Goveinors  last 
June.  The  Science  Building  represents  the  first  phase  of  this 
plan.  Another  important  phase  is  the  extension  to  the  library 
The  sketch  shown  below  indicates  that  its  present  size  will  be 
approximately  doubled  with  additional  space  in  the  basement. 
This  space  will  probably  be  used  to  furnish  a  larger  informal 
reading  area,  increased  shelving  for  reference  volumes,  individual 
study  carrels,  an  audio-video  centre,  a  seminar  room  and  a 
librarians'   workroom. 

Just  as  we  are  going  to  press,  the  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Governors  announced  that  an  anonymous  gift  of  $100,000 
has  been  made  to  the  School.  This,  with  some  additional  funds  set 
aside  by  the  Foundation  during  the  past  two  years  for  capilal 
building     purposes,  should  ensure  completion  of  the  Library  project.

SAC.  Association   President's  Report 

Mr.  Macdonald,  Mr.  Coulter,  Members  of  the  Council,  Ladies  and   gentlemen  - 

I  intend  to  keep  my  remarks  brief,  but  there  are  several  points  I  do  want  to  make  regard- 
ing our  Association.  To-day  is  our  first  annual  meeting  and  I  want  to  welcome  all  of  you  - 
especially   those  who  have   travelled  some   distance    to  be   here. 

There  are  three  new  groups  of  members  of  our  Association  that  I  would  like  to 
mention  specifically  and  they  are  -  the  1969  Graduating  Class  who  became  members 
last  June;  secondly  we  have  three  new  members  of  the  teaching  staff  who  started  their 
association  with  the  School  this  September,  Mr.  Woodbury,  Mr.  Ferris  and  Mr.  Kans, 
I  hope  that  you  enjoy  your  stay  at  St.  Andrew's  for  some  time  to  come.  Probably  the  most 
important  group  to  join  our  association,  certainly  the  largest,  are  the  parents  of  some  106 
new  boys  who  came  to  the  School  this  fall  -  I  hope  that  you  will  all  feel  at  home  when 
you  visit  St.   Andrew's. 

June  30th,  1969  marked  the  end  of  the  first  full  year  of  the  St.  Andrew's  College 
Association.  However,  since  we  actually  incorporated  in  May  of  1968,  we  have  had  three 
Council  meetings,  a  fourth  had  to  be  cancelled  due  to  very  bad  winter  weather.  In  addition 
to  the  Council  meetings  our  various  committees  have  met  on  numerous  occasions  during 
the   year. 

I  would  like  to  give  you  a  bit  of  the  background  of  the  Association  and  why  it  was 
brought  into  being.  For  many  years,  in  fact  since  1904,  the  Old  Boys  of  St.  Andrew's  have 
had  an  Association.  In  1935  the  Ladies'  Guild  of  St.  Andrew's  was  founded.  In  1967  it 
was  decided  to  bring  together  these  two  dedicated  groups  of  Andreans  and  to  add  as  well 
the  staff  at  the  School  and  all  parents  both  past  and  present,  members  of  the  Board  of 
Governors,  and  Trustees  of  thhe  Foundation,  into  one  co-ordinated  group.  Thus  the  St. 
Andrews  College  Association  came  into  being.  Subsequently  a  Council  was  elected,  com- 
mittees formed  to  carry  on  with  the  same  work  that  had  been  so  successfully  accom- 
plished in  the  past.  This  new  Association  would  however,  allow  us  to  communicate  with 
each  other  on  a  closer  personal  basis  and  thus  co-ordinate  all  our  activities  and  efforts  on 
behalf  of  the  School. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Dick  Sutton,  Vice-president  of  our  Association  and  an  Old 
Boy  of  the  School,  for  his  good  work  as  Chairman  of  the  Activities  Committee.  He  was 
directly  responsible  for  the  fine  dinner  we  enjoyed  at  the  Granite  Club  in  February  when 
209  Old  Boys,  Fathers  of  present  students  and  members  of  the  staff  attended.  Other  suc- 
cessful undertakings  given  the  support  of  this  committee  were  the  Parents  Night  in  Nov- 
ember which  was  a  project  of  the  School  Administration  and  staff;  and  the  Winter  Carnival 
in  February  which  was  organized  and  carried   out  by  the  students. 

The  Ladies'  Guild  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Mrs.  Margaret  Martin  again  deserve 
a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  for  organizing  the  ever  popular  lune  Ball  at  the  School.  Attend- 
ance was  at  a  new  high  and  this  reflected  in  the  net  proceeds  of  $2,663.  which  was  turned 
over  to  the  St.  Andrew's  College  Foundation  for  the  purpose  of  scholarships.  The  Guild 
also  donated  to  the  Foundation  the  receipts  from  Life  Memberships  taken  out  during  the 
year.  Our  ladies  are  a  dedicated  group  and  I  am  glad  to  see  so  many  here  to-day. 

A  very  important  group  is  the  Annual  Giving  Committee  under  the  Chairmanship 
of  Mr.  Jim  Laing,  also  a  Vice-president  of  our  Association  and  an  Old  Boy.  I  will  have 
more  to  say  about  Jim  a  little  later  in  the  Program.  The  results  of  this  Committee's  efforts 
are  contained  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  Andrean  -  you  all  should  have  received  a  copy  of 
our  Association's  bulletin,  if  you  have  not  then  please  let  Jim  Hamilton  know  as  he  has 
some  extra  copies.  What  was  not  said  in  this  report  and  which  I  would  like  to  emphasize 
to-day  is  that  these  results  did  not  just  happen,  they  were  the  result  of  the  combined  efforts 
of  not  only  the  Committee  but  also  the  year  representatives  as  well  as  the  Parents  rep- 
resentatives. On  behalf  of  the  School,  the  Foundation,  the  Board  of  Governors,  and  the  St. 
Andrew's  College  Association,  I  want  to  thank  all  that  paricipated  in  contacting  so  many 
donors  and  raising  so  much  money.  I  am  sure  your  efforts  in  1970  will  be  even  greater. 

If  Mr.  Tom  Chipman,  the  Chairman  of  the  St.  Andrew's  College  Foundation  will 
permit  me  to  mention  this,  I  am  sure  you  would  all  be  interested  in  knowing  how  the 
Foundation  applied  these  Funds.  In  round  figures  they  are; 

$38,000.  towards    scholarships    and    student    aid. 
38,000.  to    our    mortgage    debt. 
5,000.  to  endowment  funds. 

Further  funds  were  applied  to  both  the  1968  and  1969  class  projects.  Perhaps  the 
last  two  items  are  worthy  of  special  mention.  The  1968  graduating  class  undertook  to 
provide  video  tape  recording  equipment  for  the  School  which  involved  pledging  some 
$2,500.  payable  over  three  years.  Similarly  the  1969  graduating  class  has  undertaken  to 
provide  funds  to  pay  for  an  Upper  Sixth  common  room  which  involves  an  amount  of 
over    $2,000. 

I  think  St.  Andrew's  College  is  unique  in  one  other  aspect  of  annual  giving  and  I 
refer  to  the  funds  raised  each  year  by  the  members  of  our  Staff.  I  don't  know  if  you 
realize  this.but  our  Staff  has  contributed  to  the  Foundation  as  a  group,  for  some  five 
years.  The  amount  has  increased  each  year  and  I  believe  this  year  it  will  be  over  $3,000. 
This  money  is  used  to  provide  a  scholarship  which  allows  a  boy  to  attend  St.  Andrew's 
College  who  otherwise  would  be  deprived  of  such  a  wonderful  opportunity.  I  know  of 
no  other  independent  school  where  such  a  scholarship  has  been  provided  in  the  same 
manner. 

These  are  the  highlights  of  the  year  just  passed.  Now  about  the  present  and  future. 
Many  times  I  have  been  asked  how  the  members  of  the  Association  can  benefit  the  School 
apart  from  taking  an  interest  in  the  School  and  giving  it  financial  support.  Here  are  a  few 
random   ideas,  and  not   necessarily   in   any   order. 

1.  Be  on  the  look  out  for  prospective  students  among  your  friends  and  business 
acquaintances.  If  the  boy  is  a  good  student  and  the  parents  can't  afford  it,  suggest  that 
he  try  for  a  scholarship  -  especially  if  he  is  also  a  good  football  or  hockey  player! 

2.  We  are  always  open  for  constructive  suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  St. 
Andrew's  College.  I  am  sure  the  Headmaster  will  always  listen  to  any  ideas  that  might 
improve   the    School. 

3.  Above  all  other  things,  if  you  believe  in  the  Independent  School  system,  and  you 
must  or  you  would  not  have  attended  the  School  or  sent  your  boy  here,  —  then  be  pre- 
pared  to    defend   it. 

4.  There  is  always  the  temptation  to  be  critical  before  we  are  in  full  possession  of 
the  facts.  No  organization  is  perfect  or  will  always  do  things  to  please  everyone  so  listen 
to  both  sides  of  the  story  before  jumping  to  any  conclusions. 

5.  We  are  one  of  the  smaller  independent  schools,  in  numbers,  and  therefore  need  all 
the  moral  support  and  encouragement  you  can  give.  Try  to  attend  as  many  school  games 
and  functions  as  you  can.  The  boys  will  realize  you  are  behind  them  and  I  am  sure  Will 
give  just  a  little  more  each  time  out. 

Before  I  conclude  my  remarks  I  would  like  to  personally  thank  Mr.  Jim  Hamilton, 
who  doubles  as  Executive  Director  of  both  the  St.  Andrew's  College  Association  and  the 
Foundation,  for  his  untiring  efforts.  As  your  President,  I  have  relied  on  Jim  to  keep  me 
posted  on  all  events  and  happenings  in  connection  with  the  School,  especially  where  it 
concerned  Old  Boys,  and  he  has  never  let  me  down.  We  are  indeed  fortunate  to  have  a  man 
of  such  high  calibre  to  attend  to  the   affairs  of  our  Association.

Ladies'  Guild   President's    Report 


Madame    Chairman, 
Mr.   and    Mrs.   Coulter, 
Honoured    Guests, 
Ladies   and    Gentlemen: 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  a  com- 
bined report  of  the  St.  Andrew's  College 
Ladies  Guild  activities  for  the  34lh 
Annual  Meeting.  From  the  Treasurer's 
re"port.  we  learned  that  financially  it  has 
been  a  successful  year.  A  large  percen- 
tage of  mothers  are  paid-up  members  of 
the  Guild  and  since  the  Annual  fees  are 
our  main  income  source,  this  support  is 
appreciated.  This  year  we  have  wel- 
comed eleven  Life  Members  whose 
twenty-five  dollar  fee  was  given  to  the 
St.  Andrew's  Foundation.  The  Annual 
June  Ball  was  a  tremendous  success  as 
you  have  heard  and  the  profit  of  Two 
Thousand.  Six  Hundred  and  Sixty-Three 
dollars  and  Eighty-  Seven  cents  is  being 
used  for  scholarships.  Later  in  this  meet- 
ing, a  cheque  for  $500  will  be  presented 
to  Mr.  Coulter  to  be  used  for  added 
equipment. 

The  usual  three  meetings  have  been 
held  during  the  year.  The  Winter  Meet- 
ing was  held  at  the  School  on  Wednes- 
day, January  29th,  with  an  attendance 
of  eighty-five.  The  speaker  was  Professor 
Jean  E.  Smith,  Professor  of  Political 
Science  and  Associate  Chairman  in  the 
Department  of  Political  Economy,  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto.  His  subject  was 
"Student  Unrest".  Professor  Smith  said 
"What  is  happening  throughout  the 
world  on  campus  today  is  a  crisis  of  the 
first  magnitude.  Criticism  of  authority 
is  not  confined  to  Universities;  even  in 
family  life,  authority  is  challenged.  The 
average  student  is  not  in  revolt;  95% 
of    students    are   content." 

A  lively  discussion  period  followed 
with  many  questions  from  the  floor, 
which  Professor  Smith  graciously  ans- 
wered. 

The  Spring  Meeting  was  held  on  May 
14th.  with  a  "new  look".  Fifty-three 
ladies  assembled  around  the  tables  in  the 
Great  Hall  and  busily  cut  out  decor- 
ations for  the  June  Ball.  The  bright 
yellow  invitation  to  the  meeting,  with  the 
whimsical  rhyme  was  the  result  of  the 
effort  of  our  talented  social  conveners. 
It  was  the  general  feeling  that  this  type 
of  meeting  was  of  great  assistance  to  the 
Ball  Committee  and,  also,  it  was  fun 
time  with  opportunity  to  get  better  ac- 
quainted. It  was  wonderful  to  have  sev- 
eral Life  Members  present  for  this  meet- 
ing, eagerly  working  for  the  Annual  Ball. 

The  third  meeting  is  of  course  the 
Annual  Meeting  to-day,  with  an  atten- 
dance of  over  ninety  ladies  despite  a 
snow    storm. 


Another  new_  venture  this  past  year 
was  the  Group  Art  Show  sponsored  by 
the  Guild.  The  artists  were  parents, 
masters,  and  their  wives  and  the  paint- 
ings were  on  display  in  the  Foyer  of  the 
Auditorium  from  February  8  to  March 
3.  On  February  8th,  the  students  held  a 
most  successful  Winter  Carnival  and  we 
congratulate  them  on  raising  two  thou- 
sand dollars  for  their  service  projects. 
The  proceeds  from  the  Art  Show  and 
also  from  the  S.A.C.  gifts  sold  that  day 
were    given    to   the    boys. 

We  also  congratulate  the  Highland 
Cadet  Corps  on  the  fine  performance 
displayed  at  the  65th  Annual  Inspection. 
We  parents  enjoyed  an  added  thrill  this 
past  year  when  the  Pipe  and  Drum  Band 
and  one  platoon  participated  in  the 
Military  Tattoo,  staged  by  the  48th 
Highlanders  of  Canada,  at  Maple  Leaf 
Gardens.  1  am  sure  we  were  all  very, 
very  proud  of  our  boys  and  it  was  a 
great  evening  for  St.  Andrew's  College. 
On  behalf  of  the  Guild  a  letter  of  con- 
gratulations was  sent  to  Major  R.  W. 
Wilson,  the  master  who  is  in  charge  of 
the    cadet   instruction. 

One  year  ago,  I  suggested  to  you  that 
we  take  a  quick  look  into  the  past  his- 
tory of  this  Guild  and  review  the  accom- 
plishments. It  has  been  my  privilege  to 
read  during  the  year  the  Guild  records. 
Unfortunately  the  very  early  ones  are 
missing.  May  I  briefly  summarize  for 
you  my  impressions?  First,  I  was  im- 
pressed by  the  amount  of  money  that 
was  raised  each  year  to  provide  some- 
thing extra  for  the  School.  Over  the 
years,  cadet  uniforms,  carpet  for  the 
Chapel,  Honour  Boards  for  the  Library, 
books  and  magazines,  paintings,  red 
cassocks  for  the  choir  boys,  furnishings 
for  the  Guild  Lounge,  motion  picture 
camera,  tape  recorders,  andirons  and 
screen  for  fireplace  in  the  Great  Hall, 
and  many  other  gifts  were  given.  Since 
1966.  the  Annual  June  Ball  has  pro- 
vided scholarships.  I  was  also  impressed 
by  the  warmth  of  the  personal  relation- 
ships —  the  fun  that  the  various  exe- 
cutive committees  had  in  doing  the  work 
of  the  Guild,  achieving  much  but  having 
a  happy  time  and  making  true  friend- 
ships. The  feeling  of  belonging  to  St. 
Andrew's  family  shines  through  these 
past   records. 

Another  impression  was  how  two  in- 
teresting items,  described  in  the  minutes, 
carried  through  a  statement  made  in  the 
Prospectus  that  al!  parents  read  before 
sending  their  sons  to  the  school.  "St. 
Andrew's  lays  great  emphasis  on  spirit- 
ual development,  and  the  precepts  of 
Christianity  are  guiding  principles  per 
meating  every  phase  of  school  life." 
From  the  minutes,  we  read  "May  -  1961 
-  two  prayers  were  read  which  would 
be  suitable  for  opening  the  Guild  Gen- 
eral Meetings.  A  vote  was  taken  and  the 
chosen  prayer  is  to  be  printed  on  cards" 


On  Sunday,  April  29,  1962,  the  Lord 
Bishop  of  .Toronto,  the  Right  Reverend 
F.  H.  Wilkinson  D.D.  visited  the  school 
to  dedicate  an  Altar  Cloth,  presented  by 
Mrs.  Robert  Grass  in  memory  of  her 
husband,  who  was  an  Old  Boy  of  the 
School  and  served  for  many  years  as  a 
Governor.  The  Cloth  was  made  by  Mrs. 
Grass  and  members  of  the  Ladies'  Guild 
and  is  a  beautiful  adornment  for  the 
Chapel  and  a  fitting  memorial  to  a  loyal 
Old  Boy  and  Governor."  This  Cloth  is  a 
truly  beautiful  piece  of  handwork  and  I 
urge  you  to  see  it.  It  has  been  our  joy  to 
have  Mrs.  Grass  as  our  Honourary  Pres- 
ident this  year  and  we  regret  that  due  to 
illness  she  cannot  be  present  to-day.  We 
send  her  greetings  from  this  meeting  and 
our   best    wishes   for    improved   health. 

The  last  impression  from  the  Guild 
records  I  wish  to  mention  is  very  diffi- 
cult to  describe.

Taiwan's  "SAC." 


A  most  interesting  letter  has  been  received  from  G.  Nigel 
Bruce,  our  Old  Boy  and  son  of  Dr.  George  Bruce,  founder  and 
first  Headmaster  of  St.  Andrew's.  Nigel  was  on  a  trip  around  the 
world  about  two  years  ago  and  among  other  places  he  visited 
Taiwan  (Formosa).  While  there  he  was  introduced  to  Miss 
Mackay,  daughter  of  the  late  Dr.  George  Mackay  who  attended 
S.A.C.  from  1902-05  and  later  founded  Tan-Kang  High  School 
at  Tansui  in  Formosa.  This  was  modeled  after  Canadian  high 
schools  of  the  time  except  that  in  place  of  Latin,  Greek  and 
French,  Chinese  and  Japanese  classics  were  taught  in  addition 
to  English  and  the  sciences.  In  1923  St.  Andrew's  presented  a 
cup   to   Tan-Kang  School. 

Miss  Mackay  arranged  a  visit  for  Nigel  to  the  school 
where  he  met  principal  Dr.  Suti-Tan.  As  Nigel  himself  describes 
it  "He  then  escorted  me  to  the  platform  of  the  Chapel  where 
some  1400  pupils  and  staff  were  assembled,  and  speaking  in  his 
tongue,  he  introduced  me,  telling  them  that  I  was  the  son  of  the 
founder  of  St.  Andrew's  which  the  founder  of  their  school  at- 
tended. There  was  considerable  applause,  a  scripture  lesson,  a 
prayer,  and  a  hymn  very  heartily  sung,  to  a  tune  I  know,  so 
I  was  able  to  sing  my  words  to  their  tune,  my  voice  being  com- 
pletely   engulfed. 

I  was  then  asked  to  "address  the  pupils  for  about  ten  min- 
utes." This  was  a  complete  surprise  to  me  but  there  were  pauses 
while  Dr.  Suti-Tan  interpreted  my  remarks,  during  which  I  had 
a  few  moments  to  think,  and  among  my  comments  brought  them 
goodwill  of  S.A.C.  The  students  of  Taiwan  reacted  as  all  stud- 
ents do  and  after  enthusiatic  response  and  a  prayer,  they  filed 
out.  Dr.  Suti-Tan  then  took  me  about  the  grounds  and  buildings. 
I  met  the  staff  and  their  families  in  their  homes  having  coffee 
and  refreshments  with  each! 

It  was  truly  a  wonderful  experience  (although  somewhat 
unnerving)  and  I  was  very  moved,  particularly  as  I  stood  before 
the  hundreds  of  pupils  and  staff  and  realized  all  that  was  involved 
in  bringing  this  about,  and  that  I  was  being  used  as  a  vehicle  for 
the  tribute  being  paid  to  those  who  had  gone  before." 

Dr.  George  Mackay's  son  Leslie  also  attended  S.A.C.  in  1931- 
32  where  he  was  an  outstanding  student  and  athlete.  After  a 
brilliant  career  at  University  of  Toronto,  Leslie  enlisted  in  the  R.- 
C.A.F.  during  World  War  II  and  was  killed  in  action  during  a 
bombing  raid  on  Germany.

Dr.  P.  J.  Robinson's
